The Banat went in 1717, the 
Bukowina in 1775, the Taurida and the 
Crimea in 1788, and the Odessa dis- 
trict in 1792. The next century was 
even more disastrous for Turkey, who 
lost Bessarabia in 1812, a part of 
Serbla in 1817, Georgia and Greece 
in 1829, Algeria in 1830, Bulgaria in 
1876, northern Armenta, Rumania and 
more of Serbia tn 1878, Tunisia and 
some of Greece In 1881, and Egypt 
in 1882.
